WEEK-END SUPPER IDEAS 


Guests for the week-end? of just 
the family? Whichever it is you'll 
want to take a brief vacation from 
the kitchen or it won’t really (be 
Labor day for you. 

Here’s how you do it: Bake the 
nutbread in advance, it’s better if 
it stands a day or 
so. Mix the meat 
and set in the re- 
frigerator until 
ready to. bake.

A touch of 
fruit borrowed from a favorite cake 
and three of your favorite kinds of 
meat go to make up this: 

*Apricot Upside-Down Meat Loaf. 


(Serves 8 to 10) 
1 pound smoked ham (ground twice) 
% pound beef (ground) 
% pound fresh pork (ground) 
2 eggs 
% cup cold water 
1 cup milk 


——}-cup cornflakes (crushed) 


1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
¥% teaspoon pepper 
% teaspoon dry mustard 
1 tablespoon onion (very finely 

minced) 
4 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoons brown sugar 
18 dried apricot halves (cooked) 

Combine smoked ham, beef and 
pork with slightly beaten eggs, milk, 
water and cornflakes. Mix thorough- 
ly and add Worcestershire sauce, 
pepper, mustard, and finely minced 
onion. Melt butter in bottom of a 
9 by 5 by 3 loaf pan. Add brown 
sugar and heat until well blended. 
Arrange apricots, cut side up, on 
the bottom of the pan. Pack the 
meat mixture over the apricots. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for 1% hours. 

*Orange Freeze. 
(Makes 1% quarts) 

% cup sugar 

1 cup water 

1 package orange-flavored gelatin 
1 cup orange juice 

2 tablespoons lemon juic 

2 cups milk . 

Combine sugar and water and boil 
2 minutes. Remove from fire and 
dissolve gelatin in hot syrup. Add 
fruit juices. Turn into freezing tray 
of automatic refrigerator, setting to 
coldest freezing temperature. When 
' partially frozen, turn into cold bow) 
and beat with rotary beater until 
thick and fluffy. Add milk and beat 
until blended.

Cleaning Metallic Cloth 

A FREQUENT question this sea- 

son has been on the cleaning of 
tarnished metallic cloth, usually 
called lame. Several methods have 
been proposed by correspondents 
who have used them successfully. 
One is to “‘cover with powdered mag- 
nesia, roll up in paper for an hour 
and then brush with a stiff brush.” 
Several have had good luck in wash- 
Ing lame, especially dbdllars and 
cuffs, with flakes of pure soap in 
cool water. “I have washed mine 
several times and they have always 
come out like new,’’ says one cor- 
respondent. Another adds that ‘‘the 
material must not be wrung out or 
creased after washing; just dipped 
up and down to rinse, rolled in a 
bath towel and troned while damp.” 
A third method is to immerse the 
metallic cloth in clean naphtha, be- 
ing careful of fire, and using a stiff 
nailbrush or kitchen brush on the 
tarnished -parts while in the naph- 
tha. A friend who has had experi- 
ence in dramatic work revives me- 
tallic cloth with dyes, intended for 
tinting, to be had at a drug store. 
“Tarnished gold lame looked a more 
expensive weave after treating with 
a red dye. Silver lame came out 
beautifully after blue dyeing. The 
dyeing of the non-metal part of lame 
seems to mask the _ tarnished 
strands.”’

Broken Mirror 


Question; My wife’s dresser is 


trimmed with a three-inch strip of 
mirror. At one corner this mirror 
broke and several small pieces have 


fallen off, as a result of slamming | 


one of the drawers. The mirror is 
about one-quarter inch thick and the 
pieces are fairly heavy. Can you 
suggest a good cement or glue to 
put these pieces back on again? 

Answer: No glue or cement will 
keep the mirror in place permanent- 
ly. ‘The vibration of opening and 
closing the drawers plus the weight 
of the plate glass would soon loosen 
the’piecés. A new strip of mirror 
would ‘look better and will not cost 
much to put in place. Any local 
mitror works can supply it. See 
your classified telephone directory. 

Damp Walls 

Question: Our house is 18 months 
old. Wet spots appear on the plaster 
on the chimney wall, while upstairs 
there are spots at the ceiling line 
and below it. The construction is 
plaster on brick. How can we make 
our walls dry? 

Answer: As your house is quite 
new, it is probably still drying out, 
‘and if so, the wet places will dis- 
appear by themselves. Plaster ap- 
plied directly to brickwork is likely 
to be cold, so that condensation will 
occur should the house air be heav- 
ily humidified. All gas burners 
should be connected with flues to 
carry the vapors outdoors. 


Paint on Cherry Stain 


Question: I have a room finished 
in dark cherry stain and varnished. 
I want to refinish it in ivory enamel. 


“What can I use to keep the stain 


from bleeding through? 


Answer: Use two coats of top 
quality orange shellac, thinned with 
good denatured alcohol, in the pro- 
portion of three quarts of alcohol to 
the gallon of shellac. For extra 
sureness, put a coat of good alumi- 
num paint on the shellac. 

Leaking Bird Bath 

For mending cracks in a bird bath 
I have recommended dense portland 
cement. A friend has had good re- 
sults with caulking compound, such 
as is used to fill the joint between 
window frames and walls. He ¢id 
not even widen the crack, and the 
repair made a year ago is still tight. 
Caulking compound is useful stuff.

Likely fo Pay Dividends 


Better Consumption Market 


Farmer Cited as Post-War Period Goal; 
British Expected to Co-operate.

After sitting down for an hour 
with the undersecretary of agrieul- 
ture, Paul H. Appleby, on a quiet 
Saturday afternoon when only de- 
fense workers and newsmen have 
to labor, I walked back through the 
park with a feeling that perhaps 
some of the lease-lend bread which 
America is casting across the water 
might come back buttered, and 
even with jam on it. 

Undersecretary Appleby was fresh 
off the Clipper from Europe where 
he and AAA Administrator Rudolph 
M. Evans had been talking food 
with the British. 

Three things came out of my 
queries of the undersecretary as to 
his experiences. 

First: Thanks to the United 
States, the British have passed what 
looked like a crisis in their food 
supply. 


at _.Second:. The American farmer-is- 


going to get a little extra gravy for 
the extra sweating he is going to 
do to produce more “‘food for free- 


| dom.”’ 


Third: (and this is what I meant 
by the butter and jam on the lease- 
lend bread) Appleby believes, and 
he told the British so, that the Unit- 


| ed States has a post-war goal in its 


extra-production efforts. That goal 
is to build up a better home-con- 
sumption market for the American 
farmer—and all farmers—and the 
British are expected to co-operate. 

As to the first point, Mr. Appleby 
was chary about giving out facts 
and figures. He did assure me, 
however, that quantitatively the 
United States is now delivering at 


| British ports an amount of food suf- 
| ficient to take care of the basic 


needs of the population, civil and 
military. That means there are 
enough ships to handle and deliver, 
taking sinkings into consideration, 
this minimum tonnage. So if the 
present amount of tonnage is limit- 
ed and the type of food required for 
a balancéd diet is raised in the 
United States, the islands will not 
starve. Although the British will 
be getting on with a lot less than 
they are used to, they will have 
enough of the right kind of food to 
do the job they are expected to do. 


Complaining ‘Wasn’t Done’ 


According to Appleby, even when 
the pinch was at its worst early last 
spring, popular opinion in England 
was such that morale was not af- 
fected seriously. Complaining sim- 
ply ‘‘wasn’t done,’’ as the English 
say. In other words, if somebody 
sounded off about what he was not 
getting to eat in a public place, he 
would be reproved in short order by 
his listeners. 

The British food ministry and the 
department of agriculture officials 
now understand each other, accord- 
ing to Appleby, and each is satis- 


fied as to the other’s efforts, and | 
those efforts have been co-ordinat- | 


ed. 
Specifically, Undersecretary Ap- 
‘pleby and Administrator Evans re- 
ceived suggestions as to improved 
packaging — for instance, minor 
changes in the content of a canned 
product, the kind of cartons that 
best protected a certain commod- 
ity. You see many of these prod- 
ucts, in fact most of them, the 
United States had never exported at 
all before and American officials 
did not have experience in the best 
packaging methods. For instance, 
there were lessons in packaging and 
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whole navy bean crop. Navy beans 
were encouraged and American 
farmers produced 35 per cent more 
navy beans than normal But 
a 8 @ cow can’t act that quickly when 
you ask for more calves, and when 
rl ain you get the calves it takes them 
longer to produce a quart of milk 
than it does for a garden to sprout 
a bean. 

Cheese is another product that 
does not leap out of the ground. In 
some places you have to plant, not 
only the cow to produce the milk | 
but you have to produce a factory 
to process the milk into cheese. i

Now, as te point Ne. 2: What 
the American farmer is going to 
get out of all this. Mr. Appleby— 
expressing, I take it, the opinion of 
the department of agriculture and 
the government—feels very definite- 
ly that the American farmer must 
have a profit motive to bring about 
this extra production and likewise 
a profit when he has produced it. 


What About 6 Per Cent? 


“Mr. Morgenthau,” I said, ‘‘be- 
lieves that business ought to be al- 
lowed to make only 6 per cent on 
its investment in the emergency.’* 

“Well,” said Mr. Appleby, ‘‘if the 
farmer got 6 per cent and wages 
for his own labor and management, 
I think he’d be satisfied. Anybody 
ougkt to be satisfied with that in 
time of crisis.’’ 

And this factor—giving the farm- 
er some assurance that his plant 
expanson, as they call it in indus- 
try, nécessary to produce the things 
Britain needs, will not be a white 
elephant when the war is over, 
I mentioned—namely, the attempt 
to assure some universal benefit out 
of the whole lease-lend food effort— 
-2--benefit-_deriving—from—increased 
consumption in peace-time which 
the farmer as well as the rest of the 
nation would share.

The Americans suggested to the 
British that it would be easier to 
arouse the sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of people in this country if they 
knew just what this food was being 
used for—say, one thing for school 
children, another for tLubies, some- 
thing else for workers. 

The British showed a break-down 
in the statistics was impossible be- 
cause of exceedingly abnormal con- 
ditions of transportation. There is, 
for instance, uncertainty as _ to 
where a given ship is going to land, 
what railroad will be available for 
shipments. Then, too, there are 
many difficulties of administration 
which make it impossible to chan- 
nel special shipments to special 
points or assign them to special 
groups. 


Distribution Control 

Another thing the Americans ex- 
amined thoroughly was the control 
by the government of distribution 
of the products. All food belongs 
to—the—Brittsh government which 
turns meat over directly to the re- 
tailer and the other material to the 
wholesaler. The Americans say 
they were convinced that no prof- 
iteering exists in this procedure. 

Although we have been able to 
bring lease-lend shipments up to 8 
per cent of British food consymp- 
tion in tonnage, and 20 per cert in 
value, that does not mean that our 
problem as far as production goes 
is solved. It is easy to provide a 
lot of things the British do not need, 
and hard to get some of the things 
they need most. For example: The 
British wanted 30 per cent of our
